On May 15, life as a soldier in 
the Union Army _ during 
America’s Civil War became 
much more than a history book 
lesson for students at East Jordan 
Middle School. 

Students participated in a spe- 
cial program by Michae! Deren. 
an Ann Arbor resident who puts 
on enrichment programs for 
schools called “The Past in Per- 
son.” While Deren talked about 
life as a soldier over 100 years 
ago, Students in grades 7 and 8 
were “inducted” into the Union 
Army, learning to assemble, 
march and follow orders. 

Teachers played their “ser- 
geants,” responsible for disciplin- 
ing their troops. Some who 


couldn’t stop giggling or who 
broke other rules found them- 
selves marched away to stand 
against the wall — but they kept 
on smiling! 

Deren related many details 
about life as a Civil War soldier. 
Students learned because of a 
cotton shortage, Union soldiers 
marched in wool uniforms sum- 
mer and winter, even in 100- 
degree southern heat; and that 
diseases, heat exhaustion and in- 
fections killed more soldiers than 
combat. 

He played various period in- 
struments and led his “army” in 
song with ditties about hard tack 
and other elements of a sojdier’s 
life. 

The program was about one 
hour long. but it was one students 
won’t soon forget!
